Economy will be the keynote of 


city council at least for the re- 
mainder of this year, according 
to sentiment expressed 
at the 


meeting Wednesday. 
With tax 


from the Scioto Valley Traction 
Co. reduced to practically nothing 
by the abandonment of the rails, 
with the personal tax reports lower 
in many respects, and property tax 
through out the city expected to be 
reduced from 15 to 30 per cent, 
the city must watch its P's and 
Q's in operating expenses thisyear. 


In 1930, the traction company 


paid $1,143.20 into the city's cof- 
fers on its property within the 
corporation valued at $58,030. This 
year the only property on which 
the company will pay taxes is 
the building occupied by the Valley 
iPublic Service bus terminal and 
Cooks' confectionery on N. Court- 
st. A small return will be made 
from the land formerly owned by 
the company, recently purchased 
by the Circleville Industrial Co., 
Inc.,but this return will amount 
to less than five per cent of the 
tax paid by the traction company 
as a whole.

VICTORY HELPS OHIO 


Effect of the unanimous deci- 


sion of the United States Supreme 
Court iu the East Ohio Gas case 
tried recently by Attorney General 
Gilbert Bettman before that tri-

protein supplement 


should be used with the other 
grains if the cheapest gain and 
highest finish are to be obtained. 
Either cotton seed rneal or oil 
meal may be used, but it is best 
to feed the two together. Whole 
soybeans, he declares, is another 
good protein supplement in the 
calf ration. From 1 to 2 pounds 
of the supplement is required daily. 
If no legume hay is available it 
is a good idea to feed the larger 
amount of cottonseed meal or oil 
meal. 
Although molasses is a fatten- 


ing feed used by many good feed- 
ers, its use by average small feed- 
er or the member of a beef calf 
club is questionable because of the 
high cost of buying it in small 
quantities.

In a remarkably large percentage of 
cases, this condition exists in com- 
paratively young people. 
This change in the blood vessels, 


if recognized early, is of great Im- 
portance. The process Is a slow one 
and as a rule does not cause serious 
trouble until middle age. This con- 
dition, if allowed to exist without 
proper care, does serious damage to 
the heart, blood vessels and kidneys. 


Often, high blood pressure exists 


without thickening of the arteries. 
Other causes can be found. Taking 
of the blood pressure is a simple and 
important test. This is one of the 
advantages offered by periodic health 
examinations. 
As a rule, low blood pressure is not 


considered to be of much significance. 
Its presence, however, may point to 
tuberculosis, nervous depression, in- 
fection or impairment of the general 
circulation of the body. Just what Is 
wrong can only be determined by » 
careful physical examination.

All those little Ouimet charac- 


teristics that I copied ha^o 1'Tig 
since diFappcared--all except the 


grip. .That, has remained with me 
always. I have tried several times 
to discard it but couldn't accus- 
tom myself to another grip. It's 
astonishing how old habits become 
a part of one's self. 
That grip 


has been my one consistent weak- 
ness, and it always will be. 


Joe Kirkwood once told me that, 


had I adopted the Vardon or over- ] 
lapping grip, defeats would have 
been few and far apart. I real- 
ized long since that Joe's theory 
of the grip was correct. 


Years ago I gripped the club 


with my right hand well under the 
shaft, a practice that caused me 
to hook sharply. In those days I 
was known as a hooker, but since 
I turned my right hand over more 
there is no longer any need for 
that appellation,. 


I do not mean to say that the 


interlocking grip is poison to ev- 
erybody. There are some who may 
find it suitable to their hands and 
style of play, and they do well to ] 
employ it> without hesitation. 
It 


has one virtue that should prove a, 
boon for many who are addicted • 
to slicing. The interlock compels; 


the placing of the left hand well 
over the shaft and the right well 
under it. thereby reducing to a 
minimum the evil of slicing. 


The overlapping grip is the best. 


I don't think there is any doubt of 
that. If I were to select the three 
finest grippers. I would 
unhesi- 


tatingly name Bob Jones, Johnny 
Farrell and Walter Hagen. They 
are all overlappers. 


The overlap brings the hands 


closer together, making them work 
in unison. The little finger of the 
right hand, instead of being placed 
between the first two fingers as in 
the interlock, is merely placed oh 
top of the first finger. It is a grip 
that is used almost universally. 


There are those who still use 


the old-fashioned baseball, or palm 
grip but that. too. is slowly becom- 
ing extinct. With this method the 
hands work against each other. 


ilike Brady still uses the palm 


grip to his disadvantage. Like 
with me, Mike is unable to affect 
a change but, had he used the 
overlapping years ago, it is likelv 
that Mike would have won several 
major championships.

states hit hardest by last year's 
drought, today reported good crop 
conditions to the U. S. weather 
bureau with officials hopeful al- 
though not at all certain—the 
country will be spared 
another 


long dry spell. 


Summer has arrived, meteoro- 


logically speaking, with 
rainfall 


above normal in the Middle At- 
lantic states and the Ohio valley, 
regions hit especially hard by last 
years's drought. 


The south, too, for 
the 
most 


part reports enough rainfall to 
carry crops along in good shape, 
although most southern states ex- 
perience a deficiency in rainfall in 
the spring months of March, April 
and May. 


"Crazy quilt" weather, 
which 


characterized the worst drought in 
history, is still in evidence. But a 
comparison of rainfall last year, 
this year and the normal, made by 
Dr. J. B. Kincer, 
agricultural 


meteorologist 
of 
the 
weather 


bureau, shows conditions much 
improved in 1931. 


Two dry sections are causing 


considerable worry to weather ob- 
servers, although they are hope- 
ful the situation will be remedied. 
Very dry weather is reported m i 
some sections of the northern ! 
Great Plains states, including the \ 
Dakotas and Montana, and in in- 
terior'Washington and Oregon. 


The rainfall comparison "for the I 


spring months shows that Cincin- 


nati, in the drought belt last year, 
has had normal rainfall, and twice 
as much as last year. Little Rock, 
in the center of the drought area, 
shows slightly less rain than dur- 
ing the same period, last year.

RULES of FLAG USAGE 


A number of persona have been 


asking officers of the American 
Legion concerning the use of the 
American Flag. Many differ onj 
its proper use. The June issue of i 
the Ohio Legion News received by 
Ed. C. Ebert, post commander, ex- 
plains the flag's use. 


Some of the common rules for j 


the proper display of the Flag, as ] 
given in the Flag Code, are listed 
below. 


The Flag should be displayed 


only from sunrise to sunset," or be-
